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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 
1959. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  statistics  on  Pages  5  and  6  the  death 
rate  and  birth  rate  were  very  similar  to  those  of  1958.  The  Infant 
mortality  rate,  however,  has  regrettably,  gone  up  from  9  per  1,000 
live  births  in  both  1957  and  1958,  to  36  per  1,000  live  births  in 
1959.  Altogether  there  were  8  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  six 
of  which  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life,  i.e.,  the  early  neonatal 
period.  The  main  causes  were  congenital  malformations,  accidental 
injury  at  birth  and  prematurity.  Influenza  was  responsible  for 
the  death  of  a  female  infant  aged  4  months  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  The  still-birth  rate  at  27  per  1,000  total  births  remains 
the  same  as  in  1958  ;  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21. 

Another  rather  disquieting  feature  of  the  year  was  the  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births.  The  number  registered 
was  thirteen,  which  is  more  than  double  that  for  1958  and  is  the 
highest  figure  recorded  since  the  mid-war  years  of  1943  and  1944. 
This  number  gives  an  illegitimate  rate  of  59  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  51  for  the  whole  country. 
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The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  over  1958  was,  in  the  main,  due  to  the  outbreak  of  measles 
in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  Two  hundred  and  four 
cases  in  all  were  reported  and  those  affected  were  mostly  six  years 
of  age  and  under.  Two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified,  one  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  very  pleasing 
to  note  that  for  the  third  successive  year  no  death  was  attributed 
to  this  cause. 


The  Mill  Dam. 

As  recorded  in  last  year's  report  the  cleansing  of  the  Mill 
Dam  was  completed  in  May,  and  as  a  result  of  the  unusually  warm 
weather  the  younger  element  of  the  population  spent  the  greater 
part  of  their  leisure  time  keeping  themselves  cool  in  the,  apparently, 
sparkling  innocuous  waters.  As  the  purity  of  the  water  could  not 
be  guaranteed  it  was  thought  advisable  to  discourage  this  pastime. 
Consequently,  although  not  actually  prohibiting  bathing,  a  notice, 
warning  the  public  of  potential  dangers  to  health,  was  erected. 

Following  discussions  with  the  Chief  Pollution  and  Fisheries 
Officer  of  the  Trent  River  Board  and  as  a  result  of  more  or  less 
satisfactory  analytical  reports  regarding  the  suitability  of  the  water 
in  the  Dam  for  stocking  with  fish,  a  meeting  with  representatives 
from  the  various  anglers'  clubs  was  convened  and  it  was  decided 
to  recommend  the  Council  to  provide  fishing  facilities  confined 
to  residents  within  the  Urban  District.  The  management  of  the 
fishing  rights  was  delegated  to  a  committee  consisting  of  two 
members  from  each  club  or  organisation  and  two  members  of  the 
Urban  Council,  under  the  control  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee. 


Carr  Lane  Sports  Ground. 

Development  of  this  sports  ground  continued  during  the  year. 
Two  hard  tennis  courts,  childrens’  playground  equipment,  public 
conveniences  etc.,  in  addition  to  the  existing  bowling  green  and 
football  pitch,  were  provided.  The  various  local  sporting  clubs 
made  full  use  of  the  facilities  provided.  The  Grants  Committee 
of  the  National  Playing  Fields  Association  very  kindly  approved 
a  grant  of  £450  towards  the  cost  of  development.  For  this  generous 
donation  they  were  suitably  thanked  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council. 
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Clean  Aik  Act,  1958. 

Although  it  is  not  considered  opportune  at  the  present  time 
to  fully  implement  the  above  Act,  nevertheless,  a  careful  and 
continuous  watch  was  kept  on  the  emission  of  smoke  from  the 
chimneys  of  industrial  concerns,  particularly  the  collieries. 
Negotiations  with  the  Area  General  Manager,  National  Coal  Board, 
resulted  in  the  submission  to  the  Council  of  a  plan  which,  it  was 
anticipated,  would  reduce  air-pollution  from  this  source  to  a  mini¬ 
mum. 

The  proposal  to  erect  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  smokeless 
fuel  in  very  close  proximity  to  the  Urban  District  was  viewed  with 
great  concern  by  the  Health  Committee.  Similar  plants  in  neigh¬ 
bouring  districts  are  the  cause  of  repeated  complaints  by  people 
living  in  their  vicinity  because  of  the  dense  smoke  and  obnoxious 
odours  given  off  during  the  carbonisation  process. 

In  fairness  to  the  company  concerned  it  should  be  noted  that 
they  are  doing  their  utmost  to  eliminate  the  cause  of  the  trouble 
and  that  they  are  very  confident  of  ultimate  success.  Nevertheless 
the  Health  Committee  decided  that  in  the  interests  of  the  public 
the  Council  be  advised  to  lodge  a  strong  protest  with  the  appropriate 
Ministry  against  the  erection  of  the  plant  at  the  present  time. 

I  think,  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  fitting  that  a  few  words  of  tribute 
and  appreciation  be  paid  to  the  late  Nurse  Hutchinson,  who  died 
during  November.  When  she  came  of  age,  Miss  Hutchinson 
decided  to  take  up  nursing  as  a  career.  She  studied  and  trained 
at  the  London  Hospital  and  on  qualifying  continued  to  work  there 
until  the  outbreak  of  World  War  i,  when  she  joined  the  O.A.I.M.N.S. 
She  was  twice  mentioned  in  despatches  and  was  the  first  nursing 
sister  to  receive  the  Military  Medal.  In  1918  Nurse  Hutchinson 
settled  in  Warsop  and  from  that  time  until  her  retirement  in  1948 
she  dedicated  herself  in  the  role  of  midwife  and  health  visitor 
to  the  welfare  of  the  mothers  and  the  children  of  the  district. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  my 
colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year  and  my  thanks 
to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and  clerical  staff  for 
their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1951  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1959  was  Births  0.95  and  Deaths  1.40. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  was  approximately  four  times  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified  during  1959  as  compared  with  1958. 
This  was,  in  the  main,  accounted  for  by  the  outbreak  of  measles 
during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  when  a  total  of  204  cases 
was  notified.  Those  children  mostly  affected  were  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  6  years  of  age. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Six  cases  were  notified  compared  with  ten  in  1958.  All  six 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  where  they  were  quickly  nursed 
back  to  health. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  thirteenth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.

Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  only  one  case  notified,  a  male,  aged  10  years. 


Tuberculosis. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  three  cases  in  1958.  Both  patients, 
males  aged  60  and  53  years,  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  have 
since  been  discharged  having  made  satisfactory  progress.  Family 
contacts  were  investigated  and  preventive  vaccination  against  the 
disease  was  offered  to  those  at  risk.  The  one  non-pulmonary 
type  reported  was  a  female  aged  62  years.  She  had  been  suffering 
for  a  long  number  of  years  with  asbcesses  in  various  bones.  It 
was  during  a  routine  visit  to  her  home  that  she  mentioned  her 
complaint.  She  was  admitted  to  hospital  where,  after  investi¬ 
gations,  she  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  hip.

Four  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  year. 
Two  of  these  were  regarded  by  the  Chest  Physician  as  having 
recovered  from  the  complaint  and  the  other  two  have  gone  to 
live  elsewhere. 

The  last  known  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  our 
area  was  registered  in  1956. 

Of  the  41  cases  of  notified  tuberculosis  in  the  district  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  three  only,  including  the  two  newest  cases  of  the 
pulmonary  variety,  were  still  in  hospital.  By  far  the  greater 
majority  of  the  remainder  are  pursuing  a  more  or  less  normal 
active  life  either  as  housewives  or  as  employees  in  the  various 
local  branches  of  industry.  They  are  all,  however,  kept  under 
supervision  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  and  each  one 
attends  the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination  at  specified  times. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  and  the  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  the  disease  during  the  past  io  years  is  given 
below  : —

Poliomyelitis. 

For  the  second  successive  year  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  was 
notified. 

Under  the  agency  agreement  with  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  vaccination  sessions  continued  throughout  the 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  periodic  morning  clinics  for  children  and 
expectant  mothers,  evening  sessions  were  held  monthly  for  the 
older  eligible  age  groups  who,  on  account  of  employment,  were 
unable  to  attend  during  the  day.  Warsop  Main  and  Welbeck 
Collieries  were  visited  and  150  employees  were  given  their  first 
two  injections.

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Food  Poisoning. 

A  boy  of  twelve  was  admitted  to  the  Forest  Fever  Hospital 
with  signs  and  symptoms  suggesting  a  severe  acute  attack  of  food 
poisoning.  On  making  enquiries  it  was  found  that  both  he  and 
his  mother  had  suffered  from  a  less  severe  attack  after  eating 
potted  meat  some  six  weeks  before,  but  the  illness  cleared  up  after 
a  few  days.  The  boy,  a  very  keen  swimmer,  spent  a  lot  of  his 
leisure,  against  parental  advice,  in  the  Mill  Dam  which  had  only 
a  very  short  time  before  been  cleaned  out.  Although  the  organism 
causing  the  illness  was  not  discovered  a  diagnosis  of  Paratyphoid 
was  made  on  clinical  grounds  and  special  tests.  Whether  the 
illness  was  due  to  infection  acquired  whilst  bathing  in  the  waters 
of  the  “  Dam  ”  or  whether  there  was  a  connection  between  the  first 
and  second  attacks  of  food  poisoning,  it  is  difficult  to  say.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate 
of  pumping  is  2,800,000  gallons  per  day. 

Contrary  to  the  trend  in  the  post-war  period  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water,  the  results  of  the  chemical 
analyses  showing  this  to  have  averaged  228  p.p.m.  compared  with 
283  p.p.m.  in  1958. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chlorination. 


Nine  chemical  and  twenty-seven  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  use  the  emergency  water  supply 
from  Bradmer  Hill  Waterworks,  but  all  pumping  machinery,  etc., 
is  kept  in  good  running  order  should  such  a  necessity  arise.  Two 
samples  of  this  water  which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
showed  it  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  quality. 

Nineteen  samples  taken  from  private  dwellings  and  business 
premises  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  three,  all 
of  which  were  taken  from  the  same  source,  i.e.,  a  deep  spring  used 
to  supply  one  household  by  means  of  a  hydraulic  ram.  As  the 
provision  of  a  mains  water  supply  is  not  possible,  it  is  hoped  to 
resolve  this  problem  by  the  installation  of  chlorinating  apparatus 
and  in  the  meantime  all  the  usual  precautions  are  being  taken. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  plant  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  no  difficalties 
were  met  in  obtaining  regular  removal  of  the  sludge  by  local  farmers. 
All  samples  of  sewage  effluent  that  were  submitted  for  analysis 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Extensions  of  173  lin.  yds.  9-in.  diameter  sewer  were  laid  on 
the  Sandy  Lane  Housing  Estate. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection  for  all 
except  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  where  a  single  vehicle 
was  used  owing  to  the  low  density  of  houses. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  met  with  during  the  year  and  a 
regular  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained.  A  five  day  working 
week  was  instituted  during  the  summer  months  and  this  worked 
quite  satisfactorily. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  figures  shown  in  the  House 
and  Trade  Refuse  table  on  page  36  compare  very  favourably  with 
the  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Returns  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 
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Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was  carried 
out  wholly  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip  where  there  is  adequate  space 
for  this  operation  for  many  years  to  come.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Nineteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  24,000  gallons  of  petrol.  Eleven  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  seven  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  note  were  found. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Minor  defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the 
visit  or  remedied  by  informal  action. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspection  of  all  food  premises  was  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  eighteen  premises 
which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions, 
mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  thirteen  swabs  were  taken  from 
clubs,  public  houses  and  cafes  ;  those  from  two  of  the  premises 
were  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory.  After  improvement  of 
apparatus  and/or  method,  follow-up  swabs  were  reported  as  satis¬ 
factory.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 
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Twelve  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  except  one, 
follow-up  samples  of  which  were  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  eight  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing 
prepared  meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Eighteen  inspections  of  these  premises 
showed  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
